of the earth’s surface. Over huge areas, where 
the forests end and the plains and deserts he- 
gin, the population is scattered and sparse, 
consisting of wandering nomads. 

Vast tracts of Africa are waterless; deserts 
are advancing, forests retreating. The greater 
part (two-thirds) of bush Africa is in the grip 
of the tsetse fly which brings death to men and 
cattle, Africa still has famines and its people 
endure such plagues as clouds of locusts cover- 
ing 60 square miles. Though vast herds of game 
have vanished from the African scene, Gambia 
cach year still slaughters 17,000 wild pigs, 26,- 
000 baboons and 13,000 monkeys. 

For centuries the rhythm of Africa remained 
unchanged. It was not slow, as in lands where 
the sun swings wide, but sharp and savage as 
a tom-tom beat. But it had no meaning. Enor- 
mous brooding silences were broken by the 
shrill squeal of leopards. The yellow snout 
of a crocodile slid silently over a pool to end 
in an abrupt snapping of jaws. Men’s activities 
were molded by environment. Life was domin- 
ated by the witch doctor prancing in his devi 
mask and swaying headdress: peace was abrupt- 
ly stopped by the stabbing spear. 

From June to October, Africa below the 
equator is a continent of pillars of fire by 
night. This is the dry season, when the forests

The rising tide of nationalism—and perhaps 
Communism—seemed to take the whites by 
surprise, In most of Africa the pattern of white 
rule proved ill adapted to change. The chief 
task of white administrators in Africa has been 
to collect taxes and keep order. The French 
seem determined to stick to archaic organiza- 
tion. The British dream fitfully of a strength- 
ened African empire. Most resolute of all Afri- 
can colonials, the Belgians nevertheless are 
peeping under the bed each night in case they 
find black nationalists or Red agitators. 
White settlement is most insistent where 
Africa's climate is good—in the north, in the 
East African highlands and at the southern tip 
of the continent. And here nationalism and 
race relations are nearest flashpoint. Strivi 
to keep his civilization for himself while using 
black labor to build it, the white man has raised 
color bars which were meant as the whites’ 
safeguard and have become the blacks’ prison. 
But this year, in South Africa, the Rhodesias 
and most dramatically in Kenya, it begins to 
seem as if the whites are behind their own 
bars, while the blacks peer menacingly in. 
Meanwhile belief in magic still reigns in 
Africa. It is not confined to Suk spearmen who 
think an incantation can turn white soldiers’ 
rifle bullets to water. In many a forest glade, 
“ritual murder” is still practiced in secret. One 
witch doctor performed his gruesome task with

surgical instruments and wore sterilized rub- 
ber gloves. “Last night,” reported the Ibadan 
(Nigeria) newspaper, “the Ibadan Taxi-Driv- 
ers’ Association met and sacrificed hares, goats 
and dogs to Orun, the god of Iron, and prayed 
to him to prevent accidents and disasters.” 

Africa has great wealth. Beginning in the 
Congo and curving through the Rhodesias and 
the Transvaal to South-West Africa, a sickle- 
shaped belt some 300 miles wide and 2,700 
miles long is thick minerals, Its vast de- 
posits of antimony, asbestos, coal, cobalt, co 
per, chrome, diamonds, gold, iron, lead, man- 
ganese, platinum, tin, uranium, vanadium and 
zine have earned £4,300,000,000 in 60 years. 

But not for Africans, The standard cash 
wage for black miners in Johannesburg is about 
28 cents a day. The racial clash between white 
and black is also a clash between haves and 
have-nots, a class war of rich and poor. 

Because of this war, every colonial govern- 
ment in Africa is busily banning “subversive 
literature.” But on no banned list is the book 
that has been often responsible for fanning the 
flames of African nationalism and antiwhite 
feeling. This is the Bible. 

Africans have taken to the first five books of 
the Bible like ducks to water, but only in order 
to refute the missionaries. “We believe,” de- 
clared the leaders of a newly formed “African 
National Church,” “that the mission of the 
Church in Africa is to impart Christ and edu- 
cation, not to impose on the African unnec- 
essary and unpractical methods of European 
countries, such as having only one wife, which 
has no Biblical authority.” 

In the past year, from Kenya to the Cape, 
African nationalist sects have joined in anti- 
white fronts, concocting from the Old Testa- 
ment a garment of semireligious nationalism. 

Elijah Masinde was a pupil of the Friends of 
Africa Mission, in Kenya. In 1943 he started a 
separatist church. His sect, Dini ya Msamba, 
"Spirits of the Dead,” employed the cross and 
used Salvation Army style drums. In 1950 they 
Killed three white police. Elijah was exiled to 
Kenya’s Northern Frontier Province. But his 
movement was inherited by Jomo Kenyatta.

Meanwhile, more and more Africans look to 
the U.N. for aid in their struggle. It is a re- 
markable fact that there are now seven U.N. 
trust territories in Africa and the U.N. is di- 
rectly or indirectly concerned with the welfare 
of 57% of all Africa’s people. A primary prob- 
Jem is Afri crop yield, at present among 
the lowest in the world. It needs to be dou- 
bled. And Africa must have more industries. 
African Negroes must cease being unskilled la- 
borers wandering perpetually over a continent 
in search of any sort of job. 

Outside primitive tribal areas, Africans are 
learning in a tough school. Detribalized, in- 
dustrialized, illiterate, they are fighting tense- 
ly against color bars, pass laws and economic 
restraints. Of South Africa’s nine million Ne- 
groes, South African Writer Oliver Walker 
grimly prophesies: ‘They will be a cruel, bit- 
ter people in the end.” These aroused Negroes, 
linking hands with their brothers all over the 
continent, may yet blow all hopes for Africa 
sky-high. There is still time to avert this, but 
not too much time. In Africa, both white and 
black stand today at a fateful crossroads. Work- 
ing together, they can pass from darkness to 
light. If they clash, Africa will pass back into 
jungle night.

Some Africans, like the Egyptians and Arabs, 
have ancient, highly developed civilizations:

HERE ARE HIGH POINTS IN HISTORY 


Although one of the world’s earliest ci 
zations flourished for 4,000 ye: 
Valley of the Nile, the v

AMID CONTINENTS TENSIONS, BRITAIN’S GOLD COAST COLONY 
BECOMES A TESTING LABORATORY FOR NATIVE SELF-RULE 


PHOTOGRAPHED FOR LIFE BY ALFRED EISENSTAEDT 


Britain’s hardest try to set itself half a tick ahead of history’s racing clock 
is taking place on the Gold Coast. This is a broiling hot, easygoing tropi- 
cal colony about as big as Oregon. Its 4.5 million black tribesmen are the 
amiable ancestors of many an American Negro, for this was one of the 
great raw material sources for the slave markets of the South. 

Here, two years ago, after a series of nationalist riots and strikes, Brit- 
ain decided to see whether the African could run his own af- 
fairs. A constitution, carefully hedged with British veto pow- 
ers, was granted the colony. It provided for universal suffrage, 
a legislative assembly and an executive council which has 
since become a cabinet. The strike leader, U.S.-educated 
Kwame Nkrumah, was released from jail to become the first 
Negro prime minister inside the British Empire. 

In other parts of Africa people watched the Gold Coast. 
Black and white men and women went to each other’s parties 
there. Negro customs officers poked into white travelers’ 


baggage, and in the centers of government white civil servants dropped 
half a dozen respectful “sirs” into every conversation with Negro cabinet 
ministers. It works, the British say. The population has produced respon- 
sible, hard-working political leaders, though most old Africa hands feel 
they have not yet proved that they are capable of running the country by 
themselves, Nevertheless this year talks are on tap to weaken further 
the British governor's power, move closer to full native rule. 

Although it is a prosperous place, few whites look on the 

humid Gold Coast as a satisfactory permanent home.’ White 

men are not permitted by law to own land. Most of the wealth 

comes from cocoa grown by native land owners who, with this 

profitable crop, are better off than other African Negroes are 

likely to be. The colony yields some gold, diamonds, manganese 

and timber for its British rulers, and a decade hence, when a 

big power and smelting project on the Volta River is completed, 

the Gold Coast will become an important aluminum producer.

SUPERB SHOW 


Collectors have found more than 20,000 different mammals and 45,000 
different birds in the Belgian Congo, and Albert National Park has most 
of them, Since no one has been allowed to shoot at them for nearly 30 
years, the animals usually have little fear of man, and a visitor does not 
have to look very hard to see some of the 26,000 elephants, 43,000 buffalo 
and 300,000 antelope that roam the park. In the region around Lake 
Edward the fish-eating birds—storks, cormorants, pelicans, egrets— 
gather to cash in on the native fisheries. Only lions are seldom seen, 
keeping out of sight except at dawn and dusk, but even they can be heard 
roaring during the still nights. 

But the park’s finest wild life show is put on by the hippopotamus. 
The rivers and swamps are dominated by 80,000 of them, and it is not 
unusual to see a hundred of the glistening, three-ton beasts at one time, 
founging peacefully in the warm waters, shoveling a normal six-bushel 
meal of weeds into their vast stomachs, occasionally erupting into a

PHOTOGRAPHER'S 
NINE WORST DAYS 


When Lire Photographer Eliot Elisofon had completed the pictures on 
pages 75 through 85, he cabled New York: “HAVE FINISHED RUWEN- 
ZORI AND VICE VERSA, THE NINE WORST DAYS OF MY LIFE.” Setting off 
from a hotel at the base of the mountains with his wife, 14 porters, 
two messengers and a Swiss Alpinist, Elisofon had run into trouble 
almost every step of the way. The trail was a mass of slippery mud cov- 
ered with tangled roots, and the porters kept slipping and dropping the 
camera equipment into pools of water and quagmires of mud. Five or 
six times a day the expedition was flooded by tropical rains which kept 
clothes and bodies soaked and mud-caked during the entire ascent. 

When it was not actually raining, the fog and mist were usually too 
thick for photography, and Elisofon had to stay alert for the rare brief 
moments when sufficient lighting coincided with a good picture. Even 
when he managed to get a shot, he had to take it with several different 
cameras in case one of them had been damaged by weather. 

‘The climbers had started up in steaming tropical heat, but at 12,000 
feet the damp cold numbed their hands and feet. Only one of the 14 
porters had shoes, all were wearing khaki shorts, and the growing cold 
and the steepness of the climb made them eager to turn back. The 
native food of ground roots and meat ran out, necessitating messenger 
trips back down the mountain, but there was never a shortage of 
canned paté de foie gras, which the gracious but not very practical 
hotel management provided in quantity. 

When they reached the third overnight camp at 12,400 feet, the 
porters objected to going farther, but Elisofon wanted pictures of 
Ruwenzori glaciers. Leaving his wife and 13 of the porters at the tiny 
camp, Elisofon set off with the Alpinist and the one porter with shoes, 
the three men roped together for safety during the climb. The sun was 
miraculously shining when they reached the glaciers. Detaching him- 
self from the rope, Elisofon stood on a rock pinnacle to photograph his 
two fellow climbers as they crawled across the sparkling snow. But 
before they could return, the wind suddenly shifted, a storm broke 
and an avalanche rolled down the glacier, wiping the two figures from 
sight. Uncertain whether they were living or dead, Elisofon stood 
alone in the storm, shouting into the wind, fearing that his companions 
were dead, knowing he had almost no chance of climbing back down to 
camp by himself. Because of the wind direction he heard no answering 
shouts. After an all but unbearable half hour he saw the two figures 
groping their way toward him through the wind-driven snow. 

When he returned to the base of the mountains, Elisofon was 
glad his “nine worst days” were over, but a 10th day was still ahead. 
While climbing the voleanos (pp. 76-77), he and his party were sud- 
denly charged by an elephant that chased them through the jungle and 
tossed the camera cases in the air. “REGRET INFORM You,” Elisofon 
cabled Lire, “STATUS MY NERVES AND EQUIPMENT EXTREMELY DUBIOUS.”

ms" the native said, “what would you do if they told you 
to take your trousers off?” 

I said I would refuse. I did not ask who they were. 

"Ja, bas,” he said. “Yes, boss, but that is what they want us to do 
now. Our fathers wore no trousers. They wore monkeys’ tails and 
skins about their bellies, and plumes of ostrich in their hair. They had 
is (spears) in their hands and were free. Then the white man came 
and he was stronger than we and defeated us in battle. We admired 
the white man. He said, ‘Wear trousers.’ He said, ‘Wear a shirt and 
a coat and a hat and be like us.’ And we did. He said, “Before you can 
walk you must stand, before you can run you must walk.’ And we 
believed him. We believed that one day—not tomorrow, but one day 
—he would think of us as men. And now, master, he tells us to take 
our trousers off.” 

‘That is the way the native talks: in parables, in allegories, in fables. 
He is by nature a poet. This was his way of saying the clock is bei ing 
put back, that where there was ope there is now no hope. How right 
or wrong he is remains to be seen. 

The country native in his kraals, leading his ancestors’ life, has 
all but disappeared, His land and his home in their traditional form 
have gone. Even in the remotest parts of Africa the country native 
has been affected by Western culture. There are men in every tribe, 
in every village, who have worked in the mines and in the towns, who 
have brought new and strange ideas to the veld, who have brought 
syphilis and a taste for strong drink—made of sugar, meal and yeast, 
laced with methylated spirit. and spiked with carbide. These men tell 
tales of injustice, some true and some false, but all believed, and a 
cold war between the black man and the white is being fostered by this 
agent provocateur. He tells the villagers that they have been forced 
into reserves which cannot supply them with food so that they must 
come out and go to work for the white man. He tells them that demoe- 
racy is a lie. ‘ That Chi istianity is a lie. That the white n cannot get 
along without them. (He does not tell them that they cannot get along 
without the white man. ) He tells them that Africa is for the Africans, 
that they must drive the white man into the sea from which he came. 
He shows them such means of sabotage as fires and the poisoning and 
maiming of stock. 

It must be remembered that we are not dealing with American Ne- 
groes who think as white men do. These Africans are the sons and 
grandsons of primitive warriors. They are pastoralists whe 
have been taken from them, and their cattle are ignificant to them in 
a way few white men understand. Their herds are of psychic si; 
cance, and are sacrificed to appease the spirits of their ancest« 
are the things that lie behind such outbreaks as the Mau Mau in Kenya 
and the troubles i in the industrial areas of the Union. Without reli- 
gion, without hereditary leaders, without possessions or masters, they 
are developing into a black proletariat which can only be dominated 
by force. But for how long? 

The native sees the white man divided. He sees white men who re- 
fuse to acknowledge his humanity. He sees others who, without suf- 
ficient knowledge, ‘would give him full equality. He hears rumors from 
Nigeria, from the Gold Coast, from Kenya and the Congo, and his hot, 
wild blood is stirred. He is beginning to see that we have sold him a 
secondhand religion with our secondhand clothes—that we pass on 
to him only the things we no longer want. But all this he would tol- 
erate as long as he had hope for the future, as long as even a few 
could escape from the penalty of being born black. 

Yet the native population has increased by millions since the com- 
ing of the white man, who stopped tribal wars, the slave trade and 
protected his servants against drought and famine. The native, it is

When the Federal excise tax on distilled spirits was 
increased from $6 to $9 a gallon in 1944, the profit 
to be made from illegal “no-tax” whiskey was too 
big for organized crime to ignore very long. 

By 1946—with copper, sugar and other raw 
materials available—underworld bankrolls were fi- 
nancing stills, warehouses, trucks and salesmen in 
setting up shop in and near metropolitan cities. 


By 1951, Federal seizures of moonshine stills had 
jumped from 6,461 to 10,250* . . . an increase of 
‘59% since 1946. More alarming, their daily produc- 
ing capacity had more than doubled*. Today, when 
undermanned law enforcement agencies are able to 
seize a still, they find more and more of the mass 
production equipment pictured above.

“By what right do speak of Africa?” 
asks Stuart Cloete (left)—and he an- 
swers, “Thisis my lan: where for 300 

rs my ancestors have lived and 
died, and lie buried, from the Croco- 
dile to the Cape.” It was an ancestor 
of Cloete, Jacob Cloeten, who landed 
at Table Bay in 1652, and was the 
first white man tobe given aland grant 
by the Dutch East India Company, in 
1656. Cloete (pronounced Clewty) has 
lived and worked among Africans in 
the Transvaal and the Cape, off and on, ever since World War I, as 
cattle rancher, dairy farmer and author whose books are U.S. bestsell- 
ers. The Curve and the Tusk is his most recent book; and his novel 
The Turning Wheels is a classic account of the Boers’ great trek.

true, is no longer free, but under many of his chiefs and witch doc- 
tors he was still less free, his very life dependent upon a whim. 
The increase in population, however, has produced the color prob- 
lem, which has two contradictory facets. On the one hand there 
are so many natives that they appear to constitute a danger to the 
white people of Africa. On the other there is a serious labor short- 
age, and the white man is caught in the cleft stick of having to 
decide whether there are too many or too few natives and what to 
do about it. 

The Bantu make up the vast majority of the mixture of native 
races in southern Africa. But even they cannot consider themselves 
the rightful owners of their area today. When the first white set- 
tlers landed at Table Bay in 1652 and started moving north a few 
years later, the Bantu, forced by their incredible fecundity to leave 
Central Africa, were moving south. Caught between these two 
forces, most of the Hottentots and the bushmen, the indigenous 
hunters and first owners of the country, were destroyed. Then the 
white man and the Bantu clashed. 

To the black man the white man is the problem, and here it is 
necessary to look at things from his point of view, from his bias. 
He sees God and the Holy Family as black and the devil as white. 
This is as reasonable to him as our seeing them the other way is to 
us. The African copies the white man’s ways but does not under- 
stand his reasons. The jump in time from his past into his present 
is too great, the transition too swift. Those who are educated de- 
mand clerical work and despise the artisan. But educate them we 
must, not only out of motives of humanity but to make them more 
useful. It is necessary to us that natives should be able to read 
simple instructions in the handling of machinery. But if a man can 
read the instructions for servicing a tractor he can also read the 
Communist Manifesto. If he can write he can communicate with 
his fellows and organiz 

This problem of the half-educated man is a serious one hecause, 
knowing a little, he thinks he knows everything. So in education 
we must go further—or we should not have gone so far. It is among 
the half-educated that the agitators are to be found. But here again 
we are caught in a quandary of our own making. We say, “Learn,” 
and then we say, “You know too much.” Just as we say. “Dress. 
but when a native dresses we say, “You are too well dressed.” This 
is very difficult for the African to understand. His aim is to copy, 
not to surpass. He cannot believe that we fear his knowing as much 
as we do, or that we are jealous of his expensive clothes. 


The native pottern 


'HE difficulty is to find the truth. Even Albert Schweitzer, 

after a lifetime spent among the natives, says he does not 
fully understand their minds. Generosity and gentleness are inter- 
preted as fear. Our ideas of democracy and equality are incon- 
ceivable to them. When I was in Zululand and visited the regent, 
the induna (subchief) who attended him crawled about the hut on 
his hands and knees. This is the native pattern. It is not a matter 
of calling it good or bad, it is merely the custom and accepted as 
wsichi—awhich makes thetidess.of democracy andenpuality absurd 
in our time. 

The old-fashioned country native, the raw kaffir of my father’s

day, has gone for good, He was brave, honest and faithful, but in 
those days the white men were few, of a different type, and neither 
business nor industry existed in Africa. Vestigially the kaffris still 
to be found in the north. I came across some of them, a tribe of 
Shangaans, in Portuguese East Africa, where they were living 
freely under more or less tribal conditions although they had to 
work either for the government or for a private individual for six 
months of the year. 

These Shangaans lived almost entirely on the forest, cutting 
their bows from the trees, making their arrows from the reeds in 
the marshes. Their clothes were the dressed skins of animals, 
their string made from the bark of the baobas. Their pots were of 
baked clay. All were naturalists, knowing the habits of every 
animal from the elephant to the shrew, botanists who knew the 
name and use of every tree and plant. They wove incomparable 
baskets capable of holding liquids, and built beautiful huts of 
withies smeared with mud and thatched with gra 

This culture was authentic. There can have been very little 
change, except for the elimination of war and slave raids, in the 
last hundred or perhaps even thousand years in the actual living 
habits of the people. Their food consisted of mealies, kaffir corn, 
cow peas, pumpkins, sweet potatoes, cassava, chick peas, ground- 
nuts and various wild fruits, berries, nuts and roots. Some of these 
crops are of recent introduction, but others, such as kaffir corn. 
nated in Africa. They eat fowl, game of all kinds that they 
trap, snare and hunt with bow and arrow, and occasionally for 
festivals they slaughter an ox. They curdle their milk in calabashes 
and pick wild greens for spinach. 

When I visited them there was a drought, but there was little 
sickness. Their health only begins to fail and their teeth to decay 
when they reach the towns and eat white bread, jam, tea, coffee 
and sugar. 

Yet even here we found that the young men were beginning to 
lose their ancient crafts. Methods were being forgotten. Things 
were being bought at the local stores instead of being manu- 
factured at home, and more and more men were going to the 
mines and the towns to work. This adventuring has come to re- 
place war among them, the boldest going first, and receiving their 
rewards in the favors of the women when they return. Once 
they had to kill men, now they have to serve white masters. So 
even here the country pattern is broken, is no longer pure. They 
are moving slowly into a phase of culture which resembles that 
of a peasant in Europe 200 years ago. The tendency is to build 
square or oblong cottages rather than rondavels, to furnish them 
with beds, tables and chairs, to use crockery and knives, and to 
own, if possible, a bicycle, a sewing machine and a gramophone. 
That is to say that they are endeavoring to become white in their 
way of life. 

A great number of country natives have drifted to the cities 
in search of work and, being unskilled and failing to get it, remain 
there—country boys bewildered and fascinated, utterly uprooted 
and drifting by degrees into crime—becoming slowly more and 
more dangerous until now in most cities every house is barred and 
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everything is locked whenever the house is left empty for an hour. 
So here it is the white man who is in prison. For however valuable 
the house, and however fine the view, it remains a prison if the 
occupier must look out through bars to see the sky. Johannesburg 
is not a safe city. No one in his senses would walk about the 
streets alone at night, and people talk quite freely about what 
they call, euphemistically, trouble. One woman asked her house- 
boy, who had been with ‘her 10 years, if he would murder her 
if there was trouble. “Oh, no, Missus,” he said. “Not me. Boy 
next door do that.” 

Tt does not mean that rebellion is probable, merely that it is pos- 
sible. Nor would it possibly succeed. There are the defense force 
and the commandos who are strong enough to put down any rising. 
But violence begets violence and such action would solve nothing 
for either the black or the white. What then is the answer? There 
is none, but there is one certainty—that the status quo cannot last 
in Africa. It never lasts anywhere. 

And who is the boy who talks to me of Africa? His name is 
Mashupanana but he is called Jim—or Jim Fish, which corre- 
sponds to Jim Crow in the U.S. I have had boys called Sixpence 
and Shilling. I had one called Cement. “Boys”? They were all men. 
They were my servants, my farm boys and drivers, cook boys, 
stock boys. When they were sick I doctored them, when they went 
to jail I bailed them out. But what could I know of any of them? 
‘They only told me what they thought I wanted to hear. Once when 
a bull got me down, not one of them came to help me. But I have 
known other boys who have saved their masters from a lion at the 
risk of their lives. 

When they work away from their homes as casual laborers, 
migrants, they will stay a few months and then go back. Money 
will not keep them—no increase. They have made enough to carry 
them through the rest of the year and pay their hut tax. 

“Why are you going, Jim’ 

"To make piccanin, baas, 


he says. A baby a year, so he goes. 
Next year he may come back or he may not. I never know if he will. 
I do not think he knows himself. He leaves my kind of life where 
things are done in a modern way—the calves hand-reared, the land 
rotated, utensils scalded with boiling water—to his own traditional 
ways. What he has learned and seen he drops like a blanket 
soon as he leaves me. What impression have I made on him 
Again, I do not know. 


Sagas of deeds ond daring 


D what is his heart’s desire? Fat above all things. To be fat 

himself, to have a fat wife and children and fat cattle. This 
is the native’s dream, the Biblical dream of plenty in a starving 
land. Fatness to them is wealth—the outward and visible sign 
of affluence. That is where their first money goes, into food. 
After that into clothes and decoration. Their secondary desire 
is to impress, to be superior to their fellows in the magnificence 
of their apparel, in their exploits in the white man’s world of 
farms, homes and mines. 

Out of their adventures they weave stories, sagas of their deeds 
of daring. Among their fellows they tell the same stories that 
the white explorers of Africa told of their adventures among the 
wild kafirs of the interior in the old days. For to the natives 
the south, the white man’s domain, is the interior, vast, terrify- 
ing, inexplicable, filled with magic and strangeness, with devices 
that astound them, but for which they have at the same time 
both envy and contempt. They love shoes but they carry them 
strung round their necks ly their laces till they come near the 
village. I have seen a man in elephant country walking along a 
little game path in the forest wearing a well-cut gray lounge suit 
with a brown felt hat on his head, carrying an assagai in his 
hand. The spear came more naturally to him than the suit. Once 
he has impressed his friends the suit will come off but the assagai 
he will retain. These men are trapped like animals between the 
traditional and the modern, and unable, as yet, to adjust them- 
selves completely to either. 

But they are moving into our sphere. We are forcing them into 
it and so can scarcely resent it. They are doing it only materially, 
in their desire to own things like the white man. I do not think we 
have touched them mentally or that they can grasp our point of 
view. For instance, among the hundreds of natives I have worked 
with only one could do a decent fencing job alone. Many boys are 
good fencers if someone sets out the anchor poles, but few of them 
can sight a fence. Even when planting a garden with a line they will 
set things out on both sides of it. They see no reason for straight- 
ness. They think in terms of curves and circles. Their traditional 
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SAVAGERY AND CIVILIZATION combine when Lusambo, chief of Yalikan- 
da, in the Belgian Congo, leaves a ritual meeting in the trappings of his secret 
society. But he also wears a Western waistcoat and mounts a modern bicycle 
that, as befits a distinguished chief, is one of the best, complete with two bells. 
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huts are rondavels; their kraals are round. But because a man 
thinks differently it does not make him a half baboon. There is no 
evidence to prove that a black brain is not equal to a white one in 
terms of output—it merely seems to work differently. More, I do 
not think a white man could adjust himself to the complexities of 
savage life as quickly as a savage can learn our ways, or the 
trick of them, at any rate. 

Think of the mines. Remember most of the boys came from the 
bush and have seldom seen a motor car, much less a train. They 
have never left their kraals except to work in their fields, herd cat- 
tle or to hunt. And then suddenly, in a matter of days, of hours 
almost, they are separated from all they have ever known, isolated 
in barracks that are surrounded by barbed wire and shot into the 
bowels of the earth to work under conditions which, in spite of all 
precautions, still remain dangerous in the extreme. Imagine, and 
wonder why they do not go mad. 

Imagine the courage it takes, the nerve, and it is easy to see why 
the women love men who have worked in the mines. They are 
warriors indeed, and greater than warriors, for to fight in the open 
with your brothers at your side is nothing—a dangerous game, no 
more, in which some are killed. But this mine work to me is 
inconceivable, and I can only explain their mental adjustment, 
unparalleled among any other people, as being due to the secu- 
rity gained by the long period which they have spent clinging 
to their mothers’ soft backs as children and the slow weaning 
that is their custom, combined with the hardships of their cir- 
cumcision schools and the rites they suffer before being admitted 
to full manhood. 

And what do the Africans want from us? Justice, and to be treat- 
ed as men. Maybe riot as equals but still as men. They want some- 
thing better than all that many of them have at present, where 
their greatest hope is that of a dog—to have a good master. 

The law they do not understand, for our law has little to do with 
justice. We know this but cannot explain it. They are stoical in 
pain because they are brought up to bear it, but sometimes they 
laugh when they see their own blood and say, “Master, it is red 
like the master’s. Aai, the blood of all men is red.” 

We can learn a little about the African by listening to him as he 
talks. Listen to the Bantus’ songs, their poetry, the epics that are 
their history and deal with war, with victory, with spears washed 
in blood, “drinking it” as they say. The stories that tell of cap- 
tured cattle and women, of defeat, and laments for the warriors 
that have died. To a great extent their conversation among them- 
selves consists of discussions about cattle. They will talk for an 
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EVERY AFRICAN’S PRIDE is his cattle. These belong to Tshekedi Khama, 
uncle who helped precipitate famous crisis of 1950 in Bamangwato tribe by dis- 
approving the white bride of his nephew, Chief-Designate Seretse Khama, 
Tshekedi (foreground) and nephew argued over this herd too, Uncle won.

hour about the position of a certain ox in a span. Whether he goes 
best on the near or off side and to what yoke in the span—first or 
fourth or sixth—he is most suited. They know the pedigree of 
every beast. How the red cow with a white line down its back had a 
heifer calf exactly like her except that the switch of her tail was 
red and not white, and how she Rad a black calf—a bull—who got 
nothing but black calves when he came into use. 

They talk about how in the old days they trained their oxen 
and bulls to fight with them in war, charging with their impis. Of 
how they used to twist their growing horns into strange shapes by 
burning them, tying them and paring them with knives. They made 
them grow into lyre shapes, into corkscrew curls, like the horns of 
a kudu. They made one grow up and one down. They talk of the 
royal white cattle of the great Zulu kings, beasts that had black 
ears and muzzles and a black skin under their white coats. And of 
the regiments whose tall war shields were made of matching hides 
—red and white, black and white, white, red or black. And of the 
ornaments the warriors wore, the ostrich plumes, the widow-bird 
tails, the cranes’ feathers and the bee eaters’. Of the anklets of 
white cows’ tails that they wore and the bands bound below the 
knee. Of how they charged, hissing between their teeth, rattling 
their spears and kerries against their shields so that the very 
ground trembled beneath their stamping feet. 

Then their eyes grow red and their ‘hearts beat faster and one 
after another will get up and dance—a man’s dance, a warrior’s 
dance—as the drums beat harder. 

Where has the docile houseboy gone now? Inflamed by songs 
and the drums, by his own oratory, he has slipped back into the 
past that is so near that a pulse of the drum is enough. To the time 
when the white concessionaries crawled in front of their kings be- 
cause they wanted ivory or gold or maidens, all at the king’s com- 
mand. A hundred years ago and less this happened. There are old 
men still alive who fought the white man. There are still old spears 
that have tasted white man’s blood. 

The dances given at the mines as a tourist attraction are the 
expurgated versions of their wild choreography—a sop thrown to 
them so that they can work something still dangerous out of their 
systems. 

It is very easy for them to slip a cog. Almost anything can take 
them back—a drum, a story and a gourd of kaffir beer, or the flash- 
ing glance of a half-naked girl who wants a man and not a slave. 
What madness is this to think that we can tame Africa in an hour? 
Put the veld under the plow, the men into trousers and think 
that it is done? For ours is a savage land, intractable and immensely 
old. We burn the veld, cut the forests, build tin-pot cities, dig 
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Lt —

great holes. But the soul of Africa, have we touched it? Can ex- 
pote ever touch the soul? How many men are there today who 
love our land, who see its profound mystery? How many have 
really painted it? Pierneef alone, I think (above). 

This is the land of the lion. It is an empire, not a kingdom, Not 
a toy for businessmen to develop like a garden city. And who has 
seen this? How many great men have had the vision? Cecil Rhodes 
and his rival Paul Kruger, the Boer president, each in his fashion, 
The hunter Selous and a few others, but where are the giants today 
when we need them most? Smuts, the last of them, is dead. 

The old Boers, like De la Rey, De Wet, Joubert and their men 
who fought so bitterly for their land, loved it in their curious Cal- 
vinistic fashion. To them it was Ons Land, the land of Canaan 
where they dwelt like patriarchs. Hard masters, sometimes brutal 
—the kaffirs understood them as men, as fighters, as pastoralists as 
they were themselves. They administered a rough justice, but they 
knew no law as we interpret it today. And they developed nothing. 
They were farmers and hunters who left Africa alone. They dug 
no holes in the land. They made trails, not roads. They opposed all 
innovations. And had it not been for the discovery of gold and 
diamonds the country would have remained much as it was a hun- 
dred years ago. Paul Kruger saw this when he cried out that these 
discoveries would only bring blood and tears, not only to the white 
man but to the black as well, for under the Boer rule there were 
no town slums, no mines where men work a mile under the sur- 
face and are herded in compounds away from their wives and 
children for the months of their contract. There were no facto- 
ries, and if the black men were required to work it was in the air 
and under the sun. And the work was something they understood 
—the plowing of lands and the herding of cattle. The natives 
then still had their chiefs and their way of life. ‘They recognized 
the great white chiefs—Mr. Rhodes, the “old man” as the Rho- 
desians called him, Shepstone, Kruger and the others, who treated 
them as a conquered people, which they understood. What they 
do not understand is being treated in the abstract, as hands, as 
labor, as units of production. The good that has come, the secu- 
rity, they forget. 


Half-convinced converts 


EyeN the Christianity we have given them seems superficial. I 
have found that except for those trained by the Catholics, the 
missions seem not to have produced satisfactory or trustworthy 
converts. This at least is the consensus among those who have em- 
ployed mission boys. I can offer no explanation except perhaps 
that the native is quick to see that the white man seldom practices 
what he preaches. And it is scarcely enough to teach a boy to sing 
hymns and read the Bible, and the girls to cover their comely 
nakedness with Mother Hubbards, and to expect that the Chris- 
tian virtues of charity and honesty will be immediately inculcated. 

The tendency is therefore for the natives to use the mission fa- 
cilities for teaching, for medicine, for food in times of scarcity,

church in Katai Congo. By native custom, th 
Catholic church, says Cloete, makes better converts than does the Prot

and then to revert to savagery or to invent some cult of their own 
which, although they give it some fancy Christian title, bears no 
relation to true religion. 

This is what the African thinks and feels—perhaps not quite in 
these terms but along these lines. 

But there is no need to be too sorry for him. Not yet, in his 
transition. For without the white man his return to tyranny and 
horror would be quick. Only about a hundred years ago T’chaka 
caused 6,000 of his people to be killed when his beloved mother 
died, so that the Zulu nation should weep with him. He caused the 
gall bladders to be ripped from thousands of living calves so that 
the cattle should bellow in their agony. T’chaka was a good son; 
he loved his mother. Everyone must cry. 

This is my country and here is a peephole the size of a pinprick 
into the soul of its black people. Our great general, Jan Christian 
Smuts, once said that “no country has so many problems as Africa, 
but it is never dull.” Wonderful, terrible, lovely everywhere as the 
sun goes down, in the hour that the kaffirs called the “beautiful” 
—with the whole world bathed in a mauve pink glow—but dull, 
never. Not Africa, where things still move at the pace of the ox, 
where in the mountains and on the veld time is still a matter of 
the seasons and cannot be worn like a toy on the wrist.

In Nairobi, the Kenya capital, the British still drink their pink gins and 
hopefully tell each other, ‘We mustn't lose our heads over this.” But 
the ex-Indian army colonels and majors still have not come up with a 
way to put down the native rebellion, and some who own farms in the 
danger zone are now wondering if perhaps they should get out—if they 
could find someone to buy the land. Three thousand British troops 
have been sent to Kenya and the settlers themselves have been organ- 
ized into home-guard commandos reminiscent of the American Wild 
West posses.

A union boss and legislative councilman, Roy Welensky, 46, dom- 
inates Northern Rhodesia and runs it almost in defiance of London's colonial office. 
A tectotaling, Bach-loving onetime boxer and locomotive engineer, Welensky long 
has fought for federation of his own colony with Nyasaland and Southern Rhode- 
To make it palatable to the black majority, the federation scheme proposes to 
give Negroes some share in government, which is denied in the Union of South Afri- 
ca, But it offers no genuine participation to the blacks who, suspecting a home-ruled 
federation would bring unabashed white supremacy, have steadily opposed the idea.

Afrikaners as a separate and independent people. In this struggle 
they had two powerful weapons, one the ballot box given to them 
by their late enemy, the other their schools and universities. It 
took nearly 50 years, but in May 1948 the Union had its first 
all-Afrikaner government under Dr. Malan. 

je South Africa had been undergoing an industrial rev- 
olution. The rapidly growing cities drew to themselves a never- 
ending stream of African laborers from the reserved lands which 
both the British Colonies and Boer Republics had in the course 
of time set aside for them. The African population of the Union is 
about nine millions, and of th roughly one third has been 
drawn to the cities, one third lives and labors on the white man’s 
farms, and one third lives in the reserved lands where some form 
of tribal organization still exists. All this development has taken 
place without plan or regulation. The present government is deter- 
mined to bring this to an end, to plan further development, and 
to separate totally all racial groups from one another. It is this 
determination which has deepened the general countrywide ten- 
sion between white and nonwhite, between English-speaking and 
Afrikaans-speaking whites, between Afrikaans-speaking National 
ists and Afrikaans-speaking liberals. 


What a visitor sees 


B"" if you visit South Africa it is extremely unlikely that you 
will see any sign of friction, hostility, quarreling, fighting. 
Everyone moves about intent on his business. It is likely as 
not that the black people you see are cheerful and laughing. In 
Johannesburg white and black people move about, weaving in 
and out of the crowd, having the kind of impersonal good man- 
ners that people need when they are going somewhere and have 
something to do. 

You will notice, however, the bus stops in the streets, the buses 
themselves, the seats for the bus passengers, are some for Euro- 
peans, some for non-Europeans. If you attend a church in the 
suburbs, you will find only white people present, though some 
churches arrange service at separate times for domestic servants. 
If you visit a school, you will find only white children, unless you 
visit a school for native children in one of the “locations” (quar- 
ters to which natives are restricted). Natives are not permitted 
to drive municipal tramcars or buses, not even those tramears 
and buses used solely by nonwhite passengers. No native girl can 
become a shop girl or a receptionist or a telephonist in the white 
part of the city. A recent law has taken away from African build- 
ing workers the right to work in European areas. 

Nonetheless there is emerging from the black people a class 
that is notably different from the tribesman, the farm laborer 
and the factory hand. They are doctors, teachers, businessmen, 
professors, politicians, priests and ministers, and trained welfare 
workers. They are in large measure the gift to Africa of the: 
Christian missionaries. They talk in terms of Africa, not South 
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Africa, as indeed every black man does who lives in a white- 
ruled State. This is partly done to frighten, and partly because 
Africa is a large and satisfying symbol that is respected throug 
out the world. Also it is partly done because African nationalism 
is the inevitable reply to the African estimate of the policy of 
racial separation. 

It is of course a great fear of white people in Africa that the 
educated class of Africans will eventually turn to Communism. No 
one can say what is the real present-danger strength of Commu- 
nism in Africa. I suspect it is not great, but only a fool would take 
comfort from that or conclude that “Communism does not suit 
the African.” The truth is that Communism may well suit any 
person who has es against society and who feels hindered 
and frustrated. The time may well come when Communism and 
African nationalism will be only too ready to use one anothei 

Meanwhile the stage is being set for a conflict between the 
growing strength of black African nationalism and the giant power 
of white Afrikaner nationalism. 

Of recent months a strange and unnatural silence has prevaile 
on the nonwhite resistance front. The passive resistance cam- 
paign whereby segregation laws were deliberately violated with a 
view of courting arrest has ceased, Violent resistance has not 
replaced it. Government legislation has been so far-reaching that 
resistance has become more difficult to organize and dange 
to continue. 

Is something happening or is nothing happening? It is hard 
to find anyone who thinks he knows and the leaders won't tell. 
The daily newspapers are afraid to print any news that may be 

“inciting. 

Yet the fear of violence is the fear of all. One thing is certain. 
Black violence will be met with all the might and power of the 
law. The government will not tolerate white violence either. 
danger will lie in situations where fears are awake, hatreds 
mering and nerves all on edge. 

No one can tell whether the new great strength of the govern- 
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ment will bring about a temporary halt to nonwhite opposition. 
It is frequently said by less moderate nonwhites that they wanted 
a white nationalist victory because nothing could do more to 
strengthen their own nationalism. 

This is the tragedy that confronts us. The situation in South 
Africa is seen by more and more people to be one of white-black 
irreconcilability, as though we were still living in the days of 
the Kaffir wars. More and more white people are being seduced 
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by the idea that white interests can only be enjoyed at the ex- 
pense of black ones: more and more therefore do black people 
tend to be seduced by its counterpart. More and more is the 
future of the white man Africa seen to be not a fruitful part- 
nership with Africans but a never-ending guarding of lives and 
possessions. 

It is admitted that the opposition forces have never fought so 
hard and so well as they did in the recent elections: therefore the 
magnitude of their defeat by Dr. Malan’s Nationalists stuns them 
all the more. These forces were held together by their common 
desire to oust the government but they themselve es were disunited 
sometimes even within themselves. 

Take the Torch Commando. Two years ago war veterans electri- 
fi d the world by marching to Cape Town in defense of the right of 

“colored” (people of mixed blood) to retain their vote in the Cape 
Province. (Africans—i.e., pure-blooded nativ have a severely 
restricted franchise.) The veterans were protesting against the Na- 
tionalist attempt to limit the c chise by a mere majority 
vote, in defiance of the constitution which requires a two-thirds 
vote for a change of this sort. The Torch Commando spread like a 
veld fire and gained 200,000 members. It inspired hope in a multi- 
tude of hearts but had a cancer of its own: it dared not admit non- 
white members. Of those white South Africans who will defend the 
rights of nonwhites few will consent to any joint defense. 

From that moment the power of the Torch Commando declined, 
yet had it done otherwise its power would have equally declined. 
It shifted its ground from the defense of the colored vote to the 
defense of the constitution. The Nationalists used its great body 
as a bogeyman, but the great soul of it was dead. 


Union of incompatibles 
EQUALLY divided are the English-speaking people of South 
Africa. Man: 


y of them“are prepared to accept the ideal of a 
common multiracial society ruled by a multiracial legislature. But 
many more are concerned only for their Englishry: they fear an 
Afrikaner-dominated republic, and they cling with desperate loyal- 
ty to the Queen, though her attitude to nonwhite peoples is so far 
removed from theirs. Yet these incompatible groups could and did 
unite in a common resolve to oust the government. 

Nowhere is this division more clearly seen than in the English- 
speaking province of Natal which returned 13 United Party mem- 
bers out of a possible 15. The majority of Natal people would like to 
secede from the Union of South Africa. But because their desire is 
not really to make a better country but only to make a more British 
one, and because many are afraid of the economic consequences of 
secession, the drive to secede manifests neither the strength of 
pure religion nor that of pure nationalism. 

Dr. Malan is old now and will probably soon retire. His loyalty to 
the Afrikaner cause has been utter and complete. He will no doubt 
be the first prime minister of the Union to leave the stage in a blaze 
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of glory and homage. Although he probably will have done nothing 
to change the position of South Africa within the British Common- 
wealth, yet he will have done so much to guide the Afrikaner back 
to prestige and power that he will rank with the great Boer War 
leader, Paul Kruger. Yet Paul Kruger, for all his wit and shrewd- 
ness, was not as clever as this man. 

Dr. Malan, having won the elections in such a convincing fash- 
ion, has now proposed to the United Party that they should | 
reasonable and give him the two-thirds majority which he so n 
gained and which he requires to alter the colored franchise. It 
seems unthinkable that this should happen. It seems equally un- 
thinkable that any United Party members should desert their bat- 
tered ship after so stern a fight. Therefore the prime minister may 
dissolve the senate. In the new senate he will have more seats, and 
the remainder required he can obtain constitutionally by creating 
a moderate number of new senatorships: in the last parliament he 
would have had to create an immoderate number. 

Dr. Malan’s successor will most certainly be J. G. Strydom, an 
Afrikaner out and out. He is a powerful and determined man 
pledged to uphold white supremacy with whatever justice may be 
expedient. To him the entrenchment of Afrikanerdom on the dark 
continent is a high and holy duty. The performance of this duty 
was interrupted by the century of wrong: therefore it must be re- 
sumed swiftly and proceeded with implacably. To have power and 
not to use it, this is to Mr. Strydom the offense that deserves 
the wrath of God. 

If there is to be a conflict, the outside world does not doubt 
that it will be disastrous for all concerned. It is only the uphold: 
ers of white supremacy who do not Dr. Malan is clever, the 
cleverest of them all: yet even he cannot see. Nevertheless our 


only hope for an aversion of the tragedy that threatens us all is 
that sufficient numbers of Afrikaner Nationalists should come to 
their senses and see the ideal of white supremacy for the madness 


that it is. 
Is there such a hope? I do not know—but at the moment it does 
not look as if there is or can be.

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WE NEED AN ATTITUDE THAT IS TRUE TO OUR OWN BEST LIGHTS 


Like the atomic bomb, the “problem of Africa” arrived in 
world history before most men were ready for it—especially 
Americans. Since the slave trade stopped, our direct con- 
tacts with Africa have been fewer than with any continent. 
The problems of Africa first invite, then mock, comparisons 
with our own experience, whether the problem be that of 
subduing the wilderness, uplifting the backward, mingling 
races or proclaiming freedom. Our secondhand information 
about Africa has been mostly at the Rider Haggard, Tarzan 
or Bwana Devil level, illuminated by a rare Olive Schreiner 
or Alan Paton. 

American ignorance of Africa appalls its European rulers. 
They therefore hope that American money and technical aid, 
which they skittishly invite to help build an African future, 
will arrive unaccompanied by American political attitudes. 
But even non-intervention is an attitude. Whether our role 
there is to be large or small, an informed American attitude 
toward Africa badly needs developing. And as all the 
tell us, there’s not much time. (Mau Mau means 
quickly.”) 

In the heroic days of Stanle; 
excitement about Africa. His e| 
nanced by the New York Herald, precipitated the Berlin Con- 
ference of ’84, at which Stanley himself was technical ad- 
viser to the U.S. delegation. But that led only to Europe’s 
carving up of Africa, and the U.S. soon lost interest in these 
meaningless boundaries, which were drawn with so aston’ 
ingly little bloodshed. These boundaries also made possible a 
great variety of colonial policies, even among colonies of the 
same nation. From their “creative abdication” in the Gold 
Coast to their human zoos in possessions like Basutoland, 
the British have tried virtually everything, without being 
any surer which policy will eventually leave them with the 
least sense of guilt. The French are on their own proud pen- 
niless tack, the Portuguese are permanently becalmed, and 
the Belgians are running a taut and prosperous ship in a 
strictly economic direction, Meanwhile something none of 
them can control—Africa—is coming to birth. 


In Joyce Cary’s Nigerian novel, Mister Johnson, a Brit- 
ish district officer embarrasses his superior by asking what 
ind of society will replace the old tribal organization, which 
“we're obviously breaking up. . . . I suppose one mustn't 
talk about a plan.” 

“Oh, no, no, no. They'll take you for a Bolshy.” 

“Well, sir, an idea. I suppose some people do have an idea 
of what life ought to be like . . . something to work to.” 
“Well, what idea?” “That's the question.” “Yes, that’s the 
question.” 

This question did not faze the great Victorian colonizers. 
Their answer, backed with plenty of self-confident mission- 
ary zeal, was the “dual mandate”: to civilize the people of 
Africa and to exploit its resources. Politically this meant, 
Cecil Rhodes’s words, “equal rights for all civilized men.” 
The indefinable word “civilized” still gives the rulers ample 
leeway, but nobody has improved on Rhodes’s formula and 
it is still quoted with respect. 

Americans have offered no improvement on it. Our only 
attempt at colonization, in Liberia, was based on a false and 
selfish hope: that it might drain the Negro problem from our 
shores, and we badly neglected it until Firestone planted rub- 
ber there and Republic found iron. Beyond that, American 
experience in Africa has been as the foe of Rommel, a recent 
builder of airfields, a minority investor in various mines, the 


sole customer of Congo uranium and a late but growing aux- 
iliary of the European missionary movement. Of U.S. mi 
sions in Africa, not the least influential are Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses, whose gospel, so far from encouraging “civilization,” 
abets the Africans’ worst daydreams. 

Does this skimpy record disqualify Americans from hav- 
ing ideas about what Africa should be? As Europeans know 
well, it is hard land for an idea, as for a man, to survive in. 
Europeans wonder whether Jefferson, had there been pyg- 
mies in the Appalachians, would have felt so sure about the 
universal rights of man. In the vastness of Africa one easily 
falls into doubting the whole Victorian hope, and under- 
stands the unofficial advice of the British colonial office: “No 
long views . . . above all, not too much zeal.” A cheerful D.O. 
keeping order in Tanganyika once arrested three rain-making 
wizards. They had caused a drought and were demanding 
higher fees than usual to end it,” he explained. “I put them 
in jail until they lowered their price.” 


Since the war, the best European thought about Africa 
has developed along strongly socio-economic lines. Aware 
that they have launched an irreversible social revolution, 
the administrators are trying to channel it in various prac- 
tical directions without envisioning its end. One English 
book describes the task thus: “To find for the individual 
[black] a definite status in the newly emerging society... . 
It is more important... that that status should be certain 
than that it should be equal.” 

Sociology without an ideal, a revolution without a goal, 
is the trap ahead of Europeans in Africa today. Americans 
might help them avert it. 

In the U.S. we have 15 million citizens of African ances- 
try. Sociologically, their story offers little guidance for Afri- 
ca; for their kidnaped ancestors left all tribal organization 
behind them and had to seek a new status in a strange land 
where they were vastly outnumbered by the white popula- 
tion. The African, by contrast, has not been completely de- 
tribalized even yet, and he is a repressed majority in his own 
home. There is this analogy however. The American Negro, 
in all his various quests for status, has returned always to 
white models whenever they were worth copying. In working 
toward decent race relations in America, therefore, the white 
man’s problem has been to remain true to his own best lights, 
such as the Golden Rule and the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, acceptable to whites and blacks alike. By the same 
token, no white definition of African civilization will come 
true without a universal idea that commands black assent. 

That certainly implies racial equality and, on the long 
path to it, mutual respect. One does not show respect for 
the African by pretending to believe in his rain makers; nor 
by denying him what he has earned, whether a Gramophone 
or the vote; nor by withholding what he needs and desires, 
notably education. 

As we learn more about Africa and lend it economic and 
technical aid, Americans have the right to differential opin- 
ions about how it is being run. We can praise idealism 
where we find it and oppose what we can’t approve. If we 
were less ignorant, Americans might weep for the tragic 
land-love and fierce instinct of survival that led the Boers 
to apartheid; but we could never approve it, even if it were 
not also a mask for brutality and greed. For as Alan Paton 
puts it, “It is unthinkable, whether by so doing I ensure 
my own survival or not, that I should deny to men what 
is (to me) the pleasure of God.”
